NEWSROOM NOTES — Clime 
seems to 
have 
d isplaced the 
weather as the subject every­ 
one talks about but which no 
one really knows what to d o 
about. One d ifficulty is the fact 
that the word “ crime” literally 
covers a multitud e of sins, sig­ 
nifying d ifferent things to d iffer­ 
ent people. 
As the Presid ent’s Commis­ 
sion on Law Enforcement and 
Ad ministration 
(the 
National 
Crime Commission) noted in its 
report early in 19 6 7: 
“ A skid -row d runk lying in a 
gutter is crime. So is the killing 
of an unfaithful wife, A Cosa 
Nostra conspiracy to bribe pub­ 
lic officials is crime. So is a 
strongarm robbery by a 15-year- 
old boy. The embezzlement of a 
corporation’s fund s by an exec­ 
utive is crime. So is the posses­ 
sion of marijuana cigarettes by 
a stud ent. These crimes can no 
more be lumped together for 
purposes of analysis than can 
measles and schizophrenia, or 
lung cancer and a broken ankle. 
However it is d efined or an­ 
alyzed , the public knows only 
that crime has reached alarm ­ 
ing proportions in 
the United 
States. Accord ing to the FBI's 
latest Uniform Crime Reports, 
crime increased by 19 per cent 
in the first nine months of 19 6 8. 
But it is imperative that we 
know just what is being report­ 
ed . The UCR, a compilation of 
statistics from local and state 
police agencies, d oes 
not 
at­ 
tempt to record the incid ence 
of every kind of crime. It d eals 
mainly 
with 
“ Ind ex” crimes, 
seven serious offenses that the 
FBI believes are reliable ind i­ 
cators of the crime situation as 
a whole. 
Three of the seven — nonneg- 
ligent homicid e, forcible rape 
and aggravated assault — are 
crimes against persons. Three 
others — burglary, larceny of 
over $50 and auto theft — are 
crimes against property. One — 
robbery — is both. 
Here, too, the FBI can report 
only offenses known to the po­ 
lice. The Crime Commission es­ 
timates that three to 10 times 
as many offenses go unreported 
as 
are 
reported , 
especially 
crimes against property. 
Another 
highly 
significant 
thing about UCR figures, says 
Robert Rice, who served as a 
staff member of the commis­ 
sion, is that violent crimes, in­ 
clud ing robberies, were only 13 
per cent of all offenses known 
to the police between 19 6 0-19 6 6 
And of these crimes of vio­ 
lence, he writes in “ The Chal­ 
lenge of Crime,” a Public Af­ 
fairs pamphlet, most involved a 
prior victim-offend er 
relation-
